Elaonhower's proposals for 
the pooling of atomic 
renources for  penceful 
purposes, and the re- 
velation of the -appalling 
power of the hydrogen 
bomb, have encouraged new 
hopes that the Soviets would 
ahow a change of attitude 
to thea whole question of 
controlling atomic weapons. 
It is, porhaps, too soon to 
writo off this expectation 
as another pipe dream, yet 
it must be confessed that 
Mr Vyshinsky’s. rejection 
yesterday of the British 
proposal for a five-power 
sub-committes was, to say 
tho lenst, “disheartening.

our diplomatic recognition of 
Communist China,” : 

He added, however, ‘There Is 
some evidence that the Soviet 
Union may attempt to make the 
Geneva conference — sumething 
other than what had been agreed 
upon at Berlin.” 

Mr Dulles sald that Commu- 
nist actions ond thelr intensl- 
fication of action in Indo-China 
were “not a goods prelude to 
Geneva", “Nevertheless, «we 
shall not be discouraged nor 
shall we grow weary tn our 
search for peace.”

An Altar To Hermes 
Found Under The 
Sands Of Cyprus 


; Nicosia, Cyprus, Apr. 20. 

Recent excavations in Salamis, the capital of 
Cyprus in’ ancient times, are giving members of 
the British Antiquities Department a clearer pic- 
ture of life in this area centuries before Christ. 

‘Pield officers are carrying on work started by 
tke Cyprus Exploration Fund, whose members 
made the original excavations in 1890. 


The 19th century expedition 
laid bare the remains of four 
marble colonnades enclosing an 
open court, and tn 1952 and 
1953 further excavation once 
again freed the cotonnades from 
the encroaching sand. 

When 24 of the columns had 
been re-erecled it was apparent 
that further work of thia kind 
would yleld spectacular results 

Se, the Antiquities Depart- 
ment members are digging on In 
the hope that they can uncarth 
enough relics of the old city to 
piece together the picture of 
life In Salamis when it traded 
actively with Phoenicia, Egypt 
and Clilcia: when -It was a 
strong Hellenic centre during 
the struggle between Greece 
and Persia; and when {t was 
often crumpled by carthquakes. 

Work started in February on 
the Orst of the six Spring and 
Autumn campaigns which = the 
department plans to carry out 
during 1954-66, 

These campaigns have _ been 
directed to the Marble Forum 
and, in particular, to its cast 
porlico, This has now been re~ 
voalet as the frontlspicce of a 
Jorge ‘cost building,” which 
extends beneath the Forcst 
Station, snd = which existed be- 
isre the colonnaded courtyard 
wars constructed in front of it.

PERON CHANGES 
HIS TUNE - 

|More Work, He Says 

Not More Pay 


Buenos Aires, Apr. 20. 
Argentina’s working classes, which for four 
consecutive elections have gone to the polls lured 
by the prospect of higher wages, have been given 
a new slogan for the elections due on April 25— 


“work”, 


In a candid pre-electoral speech, President 
Peron recently told employers and employees alike 
that “no Government can be a wizard and distri- 
bute what does not exist.” 


“No one since Christ,” 


he added, “has been able 


to repeat the miracle of the loaves and fishes.” 


In future, President Peron 
declared, wages and salaries 
will have to be adjusted tn ac- 
cordance with whot cach indus- 
try can afford, the eMelency af 
each concern and the pro- 
ductivity of cach worker, 

The President's speech aarks 
a milestone In his clght-ycar- 
okt regime. The fact that he 
announced this change in policy 
lu the midst of an election cam. 
palgn ts regarded 25 proof that 
he feely more sure of bis pon- 
thon than ever before. 

Previously, increased wages 
have been promised to tha 
workers every Ume on election 
upproached; and President Peron 
hay always stood by his promise, 

Before he waa elected for 
the first thme, he bused his 
campaign on a Christmas bonus, 
known as “aguinuido” enuullng 
«ach worker to the yearly pay- 
ment of a sum equal to onc- 
twelfth of bis annual eurnings. 

Two years ogo, when he wos 
re-clected for a second term, 
new collective contracts cume 
Into force through which some 
workers secured salary increases 
of up to 80 per cont. . 

These contracts, signed for a 
period of two yenrs, have been 
the main instrument in keeping 
inflation under control. Now, 
however, as they lapsed a fow 
weeks ago, the trode unions 
hove started a campaign for 


higher wages: 


‘Answering their claims, Pre- 
sident Peron, who had pro~ 
viously always championed the 
cate of the workers, hus now 


told them that this ts not the: 


business of the’ Government 
“The Government ig not in a 
position to analyse the in- 
dividual financial standing of 
each frm or “factory or to say 
whether they are able to pay 
more or Jess to their~personnel, 
nor can ft establish any dis- 
crimination among cach and all 
of the workers.” . 

Ho streised that the Govern- 
ment's intervention should be 
limited to securing a minimum 
living wage for all and curbing 
abuses. And he added, that the 
untrained Jabour force, whitch 
amounts to 60 per cent of the 
country's total, cannot cxpect 
rewards cqual to those of cx- 
perta and profcsalomals. 

As a result of tho frank tone 
of his speech, President Peron 
may have. forfeited some work- 
ing class votes when the coun. 
try goes to the polls on April 
25 to elect half the Congress and 
o new Vice-President. But be is 
sure of a sufficient number to 
give his party a walk-over,

A COMMONWEALTH’S 
vital need is a united 
spirit. In other times this 
unity was sought in sym- 
bols like the Roman eagle 
or ideas such as siberty.

Where they failed the 
British Crown, personified 
In Queen Elizabeth, may 
succeed. Today the Crown 
stands above events and yet 
touches deep personal be- 
liefs. 


The Royal Tour has al- 
ready drawn  unrivallea 
response from many dif- 
ferent peoples across the 
earth. It will leave echoes 
to reverberate for years in 
the affairs of varied coun- 
tries, giving them a sense 
of purpose beyond their 
party wrangles. 


This high issue has been 
enshrined in many unpre-

The acting Administrator of the Corporation, Mr 
Laurence Robbins, outlining next year’s propramme, 
said emphasis would be given to “improving the quality 
of synthetic rubber for more extensive use in large 
size tyres” and on holping to develop “better synthetic 


rubber for special purposes” such as defence require- 
ments. 


Europe Still — 
Clings 
To The E.P.U. 


By Sydney Gampell, Reuter's Financial Editor 
London, Apr. 20). 

If, as is probable, the European Payments 
Union limps along for another year, the reasons 
will be only that nobody chooses to take the respon- 
sibility of killing it when its present term expires 
on June 30 and that Britain, Germany and the 
other countries concerned, though all sworn to 
have no truck with closed anti-dollar trading 
systems, want to keep the EPU as a possible 
nucleus for one. 

So far the American recession which was sup- 
posed to be going te ruin the non-dollar countries 
has done them more good than harm. But the 
British Chancellor is not alone in fearing that it 
may have worse effects on Britain and other 
countries in the second half of this year, Tf it 
does, the EPU may come in handy. 

The Finance Ministers of the OEEC countries are 
due to meet in Paris on May 5 to sign a continuance 
of the EPU for one year from June 30. The 
meeting has been postponed once, and cannot easily be 
postponed again. The Ministers cannot mect until 
everything has been agreed for them to rubber-stamp.
